LONDON'S LORD MAYOR.
Ha Takes Precedence of Evan ina 8ov-

araign Within the City.
The lord mayor of London is a

very important personage. He takes
precedence not only of all peers, but
of the reigning sovereign within the
precincts of the city. He has the
right of private audience with the
monarch and aa a privy councilor is
summoned on the death of Eng¬
land's ruler. To become lord mayor
he must have previously served as

an alderman. If on election he re¬

fuses the civic chair he has to pay
a fine of £1,000. No one is chosen
who has any blot on bis private
character, and in case of bankrupt¬
cy or compounding with creditors
an alderman is passed over until he
has -paid 20 shillings in the pound
to his creditors.
The election of mayor is subject

to the approval of the crown, and
if any public fast is ordered by the
sovereign the mayor and corporation
attend St. Paul's cathedral in black
robes. The lord mayor has the
badges of royalty attached to his of¬
fice in the scepter, the swords of
justice and mercy and the mace.
The gold chain which he wears is
one of the most ancient honorary
distinctions and cun be traced to
eastern origin and manner of con¬

ferring dignity, instances of which
tve find in the Old Testament.
Formerly the mayors during their

term of otb"ce used to reside in their
Dwn private bouses, which in past
iays were always in the city itself
ind therefore within easy access of
:he Guildhall. Now the Mansion
House is set apart for the lord may¬
er's residence for thc year. The
Mansion House is an extensive es¬

tablishment and cost, with its fur¬
niture, £71,000.
The annual expenses connected

with the oflice amount to about
1-25,000, of which about £10,000 ia
!he sum allowed by the corporation,
;he remainder coming out of the
nayor's private purse..St. James
Gazette.

LAPSED MEMORIES.
Bom* Example* of Man Forgetting

Who They Ara.

Many remarkable instances of loss
of personal identity are well authen¬
ticated above and beyond ordinary
occurrences of epileptic j«ersons'
who after an attack have moved
from place to place, often over con¬
siderable distances, without being
in any real sense conscious. Among
such are instances of prolonged
lapse of memory which cannot with
certairty be connected casually with
a post-epileptic state.
A case was recorded by Charcot

of a man who had repeated losses of!
consciousness not definitely epileptic
and during a period of two years
had several wandering attacks last¬
ing several hours. At the end of
that t.meaJie bax] one which lasted
eight days.
On a particular day he was busy

with his ordinary employment in
Paris. On the evening of that day
he lost consciousness.at any rate
of his ordinary personality. Fight
days later he suddenly "woke up"
in a strange town, which proved to
be Rrest.

Ile had no knowledge of what had
passed in the interval. He was in a
well kept general condition, and he
had spent ks of his employer's mon¬

ey.
Two months later in a town 300

miles away a man known as Brown,
who six weeks before had opened a
small stationery shop, suddenly
"woke up" and asked where he was.

His name, he said, was Bourne
and not Brown. He knew nothing
of shopkeeping. He could remem¬
ber nothing of his actions since
he had entered a tram car, as it
seemed to him, on the previous day.

Fattening Oysters.
There are two classes of oyster

beds.the outside and the inside.
The former are located sometimes
several miles offshore in water often
ninety feet deep. The beds are

worked from beamers or power
boats, a dredge being put over from
either side. The "inside" beds are

in brackish water around and in tho
mouths of and 6ome distance up
creeks and rivers. These >re work¬
ed from small boats by means of
tongs. Before being marketed the
oysters are brought in and "fatten¬
ed".that is, they are submerged
on floats in wuter which, while not
absolutely fresh, is loss dense than
that from which they were taken.
This causes the denser fluids in the
tissues to pass slowly outward, the
less saline water passing more rap¬
idly inward. A swelling of the tis¬
sues results, the oyster looking
plumper, whereas, as a matter of
fact, there is often an actual loss
of nutritious ingredients. This fat¬
tening is usually done in rivers and
creeks, which sometimes contain
sewage..W. B. Thornton in Good
Housekeeping.

GENERAL, LONGSTREET

IliH Part in Gettysburg Kattie
Reviewed

The death of General .Inrarii
Longstreet revives the story, often
charged, of his responsibility for
the defeat of the Confederate
Array at Gettysburg, due to hie
delay in carrying out the instruc¬
tions of General Lee. The Rich-
mond Times-Dispatch has the
following to say about the mat¬
ter:

Mrs, Longstreet bas given out
for publication a statement to the
effect that, when the General was
stricken with his last illness, she
was engaged in completing a reply
to the recent criticism of General
John B. Gordon, on her husband's
conduct at the battle of Gettys¬
burg.
We suppose Mrs. Longstreet'a

article will be published in due
time, and that it will be taken as
the last utterance of her husband
on the subject of Gettysburg; for,
while the composition is here, we

suppose that the views presented
are in the main his.

Mrs. Longstreet is represented
ns saying that General Long¬
street's operations at Gettysburg
were "above suspicion of reproach,
until he came under the political
lian of the South."
Inasmuch as Mrs. Longstreet

has referred to this question at
this time, it may not be amiss to
quote what General Gordon did
-ay. Gordon in his memoirs
conceded that Longstreet was un¬

doubtedly among the great Ameri¬
can soldiers who have attained
distinction in our Civil War, and
he added, "but it is now certain
that impartial military critics
after thorough investigation, will
consider the following as estab¬
lished :

"1. That General Lee ordered
Longstreet to attack early the
morning of the second day, and if
he had done so, two of the largest
corps of Meade's army would not
have been in thc fight; but Long¬
street delayed the attack until 4
o'clock in the afternoon, and thus
lost his opportunity of occupying
Little Hound Top, the key to the
position, which he might have done
ni the morning writhe ut firing a
.hot or losing a m .n.

"2. That General Lee ordered
Longstreet to attack at daybreak
mi the morning of the third day,
and that he did not attack until
2 or 3 o'clock in the afternoon, the
artillery opening at once.

.ng to the testimony of Colonel
Wa.ter H. Taylor, Colons! C. S.
Venable and General A. L. Long,
who were present when the order
was given, ordered Longstreet to
make the attack on the last day,
with the three divisiins of his
corps, and two divisions of A. P.
Hill's corps, and that instead of
doing so he sent fourteen thousand
men to assuii Meade's army, in
his strong position and heavily
entrenched.

"4. That the great mistake of
the halt on the first day would
have been repaired on the second
and even on the third day, if
Lee's orders had been vigorously
executed, and that General Lee
died believing (the testimony on

this point is overwhelming) that
he lost Gettysburg Si last bf Long¬
street's disobedience ol' orders."

"It has remained," says Mrs.
Longstreet, "for Major Gsnsrsl
.John B. Gordon. once of the
Army of Northern Virginia, to
revive this controversy,-' etc.

It will be seen that she refers to
General Gordon not as a lieutenant
general, but as a major-general.
Tbs fact is, we believe,that Gener¬
al (jordon, though but a major-
general, commanded a corps to¬
wards the close of hostilities, but
he bad been promised a com¬

mission as lietiter.ant-general. lt
may be, indeed, that the com¬

mission actually mid been mailed
him.

In this connection we may say
that it is not a fact, as stated in
some newspapers, that the last of
the commissioned lieutenant-gene¬
rals of the Confederate Army died
with General Longstreet. That
is an error. General A. I'. Stewart
and General Simon B. Buckner,
both of whom were lieutenant-gen¬
erals, are living. So, t o, are

Stephen 1). Lee and General
Wheeler, but whether they had
actually received the commission
intended for them before the sur¬

render, we cannot say.

A committee has bee.i formed in
Chicago to rains $50,000 to enforce
the laws and prosecute the crusade
against crime.

Mr. J. Allen Watts, consulting
attorney for the Norfolk and Wes¬
tern Railway Company, died at
Roanoke last week, aged 48 years.
The Legislature recently parsed

a law prohibiting the throwing of
sample packages of patent medi¬
cines into yards and doorways,
little children having been recently
poisoned by eating their contents.

Dr. Charles W. Dabney has re¬

signed as president of the Univer¬
sity of Tennessee to accept the
presidency of the University of
Cincinnati. Dr. Dabney was born
at Hampden-Sidney, Va., and is
the son of Robert Lewis Dabney,
Stonewall Jackson's chief of staff.

Figures issued by the Commis-
sioner-ofthe Revenue show that
the value of personal property in
Richmond increased more thai: six
million dollars in 190.3. The pre¬
ceding year it was a-sessed at
$36,000,000. The value nf real es¬

tate is a million and a half greater
than in 1903, now exceeding forty-
four millions.

Investigation of the cause of the

Va., who served with
Dr. McGuire on General Jackson's
staff.

Mocks.rn,
it is charged, was killed by Abner
Westmoreland, who escaped. Ae-

cording to I dispatch received from
Glsdasboro, the funeral party
fought with fists and pistols in
the wagon containing the Corpse
and continued the affray ut the
cemetery, the coffin lying unburied
halt the day by the graveside. One
man was injured severely by being
thrown under the wheels of the
wagon.
Governor Beckham of Kentucky,

in lils message to tie Legislature,
denounced the reports of feuds in
Kentucky as grossly exaggerated.
He rocuiiiniended that "irieopui.-
sible romancers" who sent grossly
exaggerated accnunts nf turmoil
in Kentucky be made BCeoUBtabte
to the law. "It ls not an

exaggeration." he said, "to say
that there was not a day di.ring
the past year that human life was

not safer in Kentucky, even in
Breachitt county, than it ia any
night upon the streets nf Chicago
or New York.

Miss Ruth Cleveland, the eldest
child of ex-Presid.nt Crover
Cleveland, died at the Cleveland
'.onie nt Princeton, N. J., last
Thursday very unexpectedly, the
immediate cause of death ticing a

weakening nf the heart action dur¬
ing a mild attack nf diphtheria.
The attending physician said that
fcfioi Cleveland had been ill with a

mild form of diphtheria for four
days and that thc heart affection
was BOt anticipated. She wan

horn on October 3, 1891, in her
fr.thor's residence in New York,
sfter Mr. Cleveland had served his
first term as President. She was

named after Mrs. Cleveland's
grandmother, and ns "Baby Ruth"
was a great favorite Ib Washing¬
ton society during her father's
second term in the White House.

remaining children.
